SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION OF DR. G. TODD MILNE 
I, G. Todd Milne hereby declare as follows. 

1. I previously submitted a declaration in support of the above-identified U.S. patent appUcation 
(*tfae application"). 

2. In my previous declaration I described experiments in which secondary metabolite 
production was improved guided by a variety of the teachings of the application. 

3. On average, the experiments described in ray previous declaration requiced 

a. less than 5 hrs of a researcher's time to complete for a single regulator. 

b. niis calculation includes 2 hours to transform protoplasts with a regulator and plate 
to selective media, 5 minutes to pick 12 repi^entative transfoimants, 10 minutes 
inoculate these 12 clones into flasks for fennentation. 10 minutes to sample these 12 
flasks, and I hour to assay metabolite levels for each flask. Media and buffer 
preparation to support these efforts would require less than 1.5 hours bringing the 
total to just under 5 hours. Since many experiments using a variety of different 
regulators can be done in paiaUel, a large number of regulators can be tested ir 
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rektiv^ly^hortpcriodoftime. For 20 regulato,^, 1 caloilate a tol^ 
20 hours aad thezefotc less than 1 hi/regulatot."
